The WFO 
case file material evidences sufficient similarities with that of the LA file 
materials as to warrant the conclusion that they originate from one and the 
same source. 


The author of these communications is most likely a foreign born, high school 
educated, female approximately between the ages of 35 and 50. There are not 
sufficient dialect markers to enable determination of country of origin. The 
English is sufficiently facile as to suggest that the author has resided in 
this country for at least 15 years. 


There are no content indications that the author has the means or the resolve 
to effectuate her threats. The language is more characteristic of political 
hyperbole than augury of action. ~ r
